Boy drowns in drainage

A seven-year-old boy drown- 
ed in a drainage pond in the 
northeast section of Pioneer 
Park on Sunday, April 19. 

Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
officers said Arsenio Doricien 
of 715 Mobile Home Park was 
swimming in the drainage 
pond with a friend, Ronnie 
Lane. Lane told police Arsenio 
jumped off a drainage pipe into 
the deepest side of the pond. 
Shortly after jumping, Lane 
said he saw Arsenio motioning 
for help. Lane told police he 
tried to pull Arsenio out of the 
water but was caught by the 


drainage pipe and was unable 
to rescue his frierid. 

Will Weeks, a diver for the 

Belle Glade Fire Department, 
pulled Arsenio's body out of the 
water. 

Police say Arsenio had prob- 
ably been submerged about 20 
minutes by the time he was 
found and his body was recov- 
ered in abofit 10 feet of water. 
Medical personnel.tried to re- 
vive the boy, and he was taken 
to Glades General Hospital 
where further efforts were 
made to revive him. 

The medical examiner's of- 
fice ruled the death an acci- 
dental drowning.

On 
the 1997 CTBS test, those fifth 
graders scored in the 34th per- 
centile. The” national average 
for the CTBS is the 50th per- 
centile. A school is considered 
“critically-low scoring” by the 
state, if it falls below the 33rd 
percentile. 

Ms. Clark said in the Glades, 
the most significant factor af- 
fecting how the children learn 
is poverty.

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Energy-saving air conditioners . 
could provide taxpayer relief

University of Florida researche eking to 
trim air-conditioning costs in large buildings 
have found new techniques they say could save 
taxpayers and consumers hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars annually. 

In fact, they say, measurés already in place at 
the Alachua County jail will save’ more than 
$100,000 a year, and plans are under way to 
take similar measures at some UF buildings, 


. where they estimate annual savings could 


approach a half-million dollars. 

In many cases, finding ways to cut costs 
starts with a simple reality check. 

*How a building functions is often different 
from the designer's intentions," said Michael 
West, a mechanical engineering specialist with 
UF's Energy Extension Service. *We look for 
inefficiencies duà to old technology and then 
retrofit new techfiology solutions.” 

The situation at the jail arose when its archi- 
tect, trying to end a humidity problem at the 
jail that could’ have led to uncontrolled mold 


„growth; installed a hot-water reheat system 


that uses heat to control the humidity levels. 
The problem was, it caused the jail's energy 
bills to nearly triple. 

"We wanted to find a more efficient way to 
run the buildings that was less expensive," 
West said. ` 

To reduce the costs, the Energy Extension 
Service suggested installing heat pipes, which 
transfer heat-inside the air system from one 
area to another to stabilize humidity levels. 

During a further evajuation of the jail, West 
discovered there was more air flowing into the 
building than the occupants needed, making 
the rooms sticky. 

The solution: Reduce the amount of air circu- 
lating through the air system, which required 
the air conditioners to work less. 

West also found the аїг- -conditioning units at 


the jail were installed direct from the manufac- 
turer, so the settings were not adjusted to 
accommodate the building. Simply readjusting 
the units was the cost-effective answer to the 
problem. In addition, West said, some air-condi- 
tioning units at the jail were twice the size 
needed. As the units age; they will be replaced 
with proper-sized models. 

With the valuation of the jail an apparent 
cost-saving success, West and the Energy 
Extension Service have been asked to seek 
ways to cut the energy costs at UF. 

West evaluated buildings that house the uni- 
versity's microbiology and cell science depart- 
ment, the entomology/nematology department . 
and the College of Veterinary Medicine. All the 
buildings require 100 percent: fresh air to be 
flushed through laboratories to remove harmful 
chemicals. 

Supplying that much fresh air continuously 
not only is-expensive, West said, it's also unnec- 
essary because the labs are not in use all the 
time. He developed a plan to install motion sen- 
sors and variable-speed motors in the buildings. _ 
If there is no motion in the labs, there's no need 
to pump large amounts of air through the 
rooms. And if fume hoods are closed, indicating * 
no use of chemicals and no need for ventilation, 
but motion is detected, the mótors. will adjust 
according to the situation, reducing energy 
costs. 

“We want to make. the buildings’ computer- 
controlled ‘air systems smarter,” West said. 

He estimated the changes could save the uni- 
versity nearly $500,000 a year. 

West and the Energy Extension Service hope 
to evaluate more buildings and create a set of 
easy-to-follow guidelines for the university and 
others sq energy-saving measures can be put in 
place before construction begins. 

"It's much more expensive to do it after con- 
struction, for public and private buildings 
alike,” West said. i 


New software allows consumers 
to try before buying on the web

Gainesyille---A software building block to 
help put virtual products on the World Wide 
Web, where they will look and bebave like the 
real thing, is being released this month by à 
team of University of Florida researchers. 

The new software package is called MOOSE, 
which stands for Multimodeling Object-Orient- 
ed Simulation Environment, and:the developers 
say it will create a new world for.consumers. 

"You'll be able fo drive а car on the Web 
before buying it, or walk around inside a house 
on the market and test the faucets,” said Paul 
Fishwich, an associate professor of computer 
science and engineering at UF whose research 
team developed the package. “Even (virtual 
reality markup language) cannot demonstrate 
how a product behaves; VRML simply lets you 
‘walk’ around a model of a cû Up to now. there 
has been no dynamic model at tells the virtu- 
al'car how to act like a car." 

MOOSE software, which Fishwick calls. “very 
portable,” will be freely available to researchers 
for modeling, simulation and visualization. 

“Modeling the geometry of an object has 


already become common," Fishwick said. “But: 
- the ability to model.the behavior of virtual 


products is àt the top of everyone's wish list. 
Because MOOSE opens the door to true interac- 
tivity through object-oriented behavioral model- 
ing, it'promises to be a first'step into a not-too- 
distant consumer Nirvana where you can try 


out products ón the World Wide Web -- before 


you buy. 
“Software technology such as hypertext 
markup language (HTML) has created the Web 


as we know it, and virtual reality markup lan- 
guage has created a world of 3-D on the Web,” 
he said. “The next big step in creating the Web , 
of tomorrow comes with a markup language ' 
that can model behavior, not just a product's 
three geometric dimensions.” 

Fishwick said MOOSE contains a special 
modeling language called distributed modeling - 
markup language, or DMML. К 

“DMML can be а ground. floor major player 
and back bone-for standard: 


like the real thing," he said. "This backbone is 
essential before we can create a world of'more 
and better virtual experiences. In that better 
world, engineering students willbe able to pro- 
gram virtual behavior into their computer mod- 
els, scientists will be able to see how combina- . 
tions of chemicals will behave and sportsmen 
will be able to test a rod and reel." 

"Fishwick: expects DMML will lead toan ' 
industry standard for behavioral object model- 
ing. Standardization, hè said,-is good news for 
consumers because it can open thie door to uni- 
versal access to Web-based virtual products.” 

“Models must be.standardized to allow uni 
versal consumer access," said Fishwick. "The 
good news for the consumer will be that once 
model standardization is a reality, manufactur- 
ers of real products will be forced +- either 
through industry standards or competition -- to 
include a digital counterpart of whatever real 
product they sell on their Web sites. MOOSE’ 


"can provide this standardization.”

Waterspouts common from May through Oct.

It seemed like a perfect day 
to work outside. At least that is 


what George and Betty 
Sherman thought as they began 
painting their sailboat. 


Suddenly, a large waterspout 
formed on the other side of Boca 
Grande Key. It cut across the 
island: and headed straight for 
George and Betty, 

Dropping their paint brush- 
es, the couple ran for a nearby 
Coast Guard shelter. But, it 
was locked. Desperate, George 
and Betty each grabbed onto a 
concrete-filled drum just as the 
waterspout reached them. 

Struck full force by the 
waterspout, the shelter and the 
drums. with George and Betty 
clinging to them, were lifted off 
the ground. After a skort, 
nerve-racking flight, attaining a 
height of 50 feet - the shelter 
and its passengers. were 
dumped in a thick mangrove 
forest about 20 yards away, The 
couple escaped with minor 
injuries. ` 

George and Betty's close 
encountér with a waterspout 
occurred in 1969. Considering 
the frequency of these wet 
whirlwinds, it's amazing stories 
like theirs don't happen:more 
often.

After all, Florida is the 
waterspout capital of the world. 
There were 141 confirmed 
sightings of waterspouts in 
1997. However,-the National 
Weather. Service believes the 
vast majority of waterspouts go 
unreported. 

Most of those spouts form in 
Florida Bay, which each year. 
can experience anywhere from 
50 to 500 waterspouts. The 
coastline from Stuart to 
Homestead is the world's sec- 
ond most prolific area of water- 
spout formation. 

These columns of twisting 
water are most common from 
May through October, although 
there are always exceptions 
with the weather. An intense 
waterspout passed over 
Pensacola in February of 1971, 
causing millions of dollars in 
damage.

June is traditionally the 
busiest month for waterspouts, 
with August a-close second, 
Very few funnels are reported 
during the ѓу season, which 
runs from November through 
April. $ 

Most waterspouts form dur- 
ing Florida's hot and steamy 
afternoons. In fact, research 
studies indicate two peak peri- 
ods of maximum formation: 
11:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. and 4:30 to 
6:30 p.m. Typicdlly, water- 
spouts don't stick around very 
long. The average life span is 13 
minutes. 

Is a waterspout just a torna- 
do over water? It is a complex 
answer because there are two 
different types of waterspouts: 
tornadic and fair-weather. 

Tornadic waterspouts are 
spawned by strong storms, 
including cold fronts, squall , 
lines, thunderstorms and even , 
hurricanes. These tornadic | 
waterspouts comprise about ten } 
percent of the waterspouts in 
Florida and usually cause the 
most damage. 

The fair-weather water- 
spouts generally form without a 
thunderstorm or other signifi 
cant. storm systemi. They most 
often develop from lines of 
rapidly building cumulus 
clouds. These waterspouts are 
generally smaller and weaker 
than the tornadic waterspout. 

, One characteristic of a 
waterspout that sets it apart 
from a tornado is how a water- 
spout forms. Waterspouts spin 
up from the surface of the 
water, unlike tornadoes, which 
spin down from a cloud. 

Viewed from a distance, a 
waterspout is a perfect example 
of the beauty of Nature. But, as 
,George and Betty Sherman will 
tell you, up close, a waterspout 
is just plain dangerous.

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross for risking his life to save the lives of American soldiers during 
the conflict. 

Mr. Sizemore was appointed headmaster at Glades Day in 1992. “During the 
five years he served in that capacity, the school saw unprecedented growth in 
enrollment, major capital improvements, and an historic merger. But more 
importantly,” said Dr, Fliehs, “students were graduating with good academic 
Skills; sound character, and an important sense of self-confidence.” 

“Through it all, it has been what this man has done for others that makes 
him so special,” added Dr. Fliehs. 

Mr: Sizemore. says he loves the Glades and its people and is proud to be a 
part of the community. “I know that if I need help,,I can go to just about any- 
one in this town and they would be there for me,” he said. “This is a wonder- 
ful corhmunity and I felt at home from the minute I arrived here." 

Mr. Sizemore has been involved in many community activities, including 
Rotary International, church work and many activities at Glades Day School.
